STRIKERS STRENGTHENED. 


Thirty-Three Workmen from Jaynes’ 


Shop Join the Coopers. 


Enthus asm at Vorwaerts Hall—The Cigar- 
makers. 


th of the striking eoopers was in- 
creased this morning by the addition of thirty- 
three persons from Jaynes’ shop. The maori- 
ty of them are boys, most of them receiving 
their experiencein the cooper business since 
the present strike began. The presence oi 
these boysinthe hall nerved the old stagers 
to a higher pitch ot enthusiasm, and their pro- 
ceedings at Vorwaerts Hall were of unusual 
liveliness, 
that this is a great blow to Mr. Jaynes, 
foreshadows his speedy signing ofthe contract. 
A reporter of this paper called at the Empire 
where he found Mr. Jaynes busily occu- 
pied in filling the positions of those made va- 
cant this morning. Seventy-five applicants 
were present, peering through the windows, 
each anxiously awaiting his turn to be selected 
fromthecrowd. The thirtv-three places were 
filled ? about fifteen minutes, and the process 
of hoo. & burrels was soon going on ata rat- 
tling rate Mr. Jaynes again assured the re- 
porter tha e would never sign the contract— 
that he had ętermined to never again 
anv connection with the Coopers’ Union or 
empioy any one connected with that organiza- 
tion.

The meeting was callod to order at 9 o’clock 
at Vorwaerts IIall, and atter the short minutes 
of yesterday were red and approved ,co:nmuni- 
cations from several towns in Itiinois remitting 
donations were received, and u vote of thanks 
for each given. 

A motion to print the names of grocers who 
have signed tne agreement refusing to pur 
chase sugar and molasses from the Beicher 
Sugar Retinery as long as theycontinue to hold 
out against the strike, and send the same 
throughout the country in the form of a circu- 
lur, was made and carried. 

A dispatch from Pana, III., asking for two 
coopers, was read, and it wus determined to 
furnish the same, which was done after 
the meeting adjourned. 

Mr. Bareber, a cooper and boarding-house 
keeper, otfered the hospitalities of his house 
to any striker in need of board. The propo- 
sition was favorabiy received, and a vote of 
thanks passed. 

A vote of thanks was then given.,amid cheers, 
to Messrs. Lynch and Morman, through whose 
influence thé men from the Empire shop were 
induced to quit work. 

‘ihe remaining 
ing wes taken up the 
ery of speeches” giving encourageiment 
to the strikers, and stiffening the backbones of 
the amateurs who are expected to 
Waging the contract war. Assurances were 
gi the boys by the older heads that they 
we occupy the same position as the men, 
and ld receive a like share in the distribu- 
tion o nds. 

When the m eeting adjournea the names of 
the new strikers were placed on the rolis and 
each member paid his allowance of the dona- 
tions, the single persons receiving seventy-five 
cents and the married men one dollar. 


The Cigar-Makers’ Strike. 

The eigar- makers, about 250 in number, met 
last nightat Turner Hall, and discussed at 
length the strike which has been contemplated 
for several weeks past. 

Jobn Luschenshohl was elected president, 
and Adolph Madera acted as secretary. 

Mr. John Berger, chairman ot the committee 
appointed at the last meeting to visit the dif- 
ferent manufacturers, reported that he haa 
called on seventy proprietors, forty-two of 
whom had agreed to pay the prices asked.

People do not 
build costly houses unless they are either mak- 
ing money or have a reasonable expectation of 
doing so. There is confidence in the future 
greatness of the city, and there is solid 
wealth here to make a practical 
showing ofthat confidence. No city in the 
country is in so good a condition to take ad- 
vantage of the new commercial lite that is 
springing up everywhere. The vast amount of 
capital that is now being devoted to building 
purposes here does not come from other cities 
inthe Eastor in Europe, but it comes from 
home, and the interest on it does not go to en- 
rich non-residents. The most encouraging 
characteristic of the building now being done 
here is its superior architectnral quality. Ten 
years agothe ruling question was how many 
bricks or how much stone could be got for so 
many dollars.

This will be one ot the most 
splendid establishments in America. 1: 
isto havea front ot 140 feet on Olive street 
and to extend along Sixth street the full block 
(230 feet) to Locust, upon which there will be 


a front 130 feet. To give a better idea, it 
may be stated that the new structure will occu- 
the whole of the lot on which stood the old 
aftitt mansion, and also the site of what was 


formerly the Second Baptist Church. It 
wi a four-story building, but the 
height between stories is so much 


greater than in ordinary buiidings that the cor- 
nice will tower above some structures which 
lay claim to five stories. The first story will be 
of iron and plate glass. giving a magnificent 
front on streets of 500 feet. The upper stories 
will be of cut stone, the light arrensburg 
sand-stone baving been selected. The firet 
story has twenty-one feet in the clear between 
floor and ceiling; the second eighteen feet and 
a half; the third, fifteen and a half: and the 
tourth, fourteen and a half. In the interior 
there will be columns supporting the different 
stories. These columns will give a space of 
twenty-six feet from center to center both 
Ways. The grand entrances tothe store from 
the street will de twenty-five feet in width, one 
on Olive, one on Locust andtwo on Sixth. 
There will be two large passenger elevators 
and one for freight. There will be two sets of 
stairways. In the western center of the build- 
ing, theonly place where by any possibility 
there could be any lack of ligut, there will bea 
large skylight. he whole structure is to be 
built and finished with aview to making it as 
near fireproof as such an establishment can be. 
The two first stories are now completed, and 
the great retail dry goods firm will move into 
it early next year. It will cost $250,000. 


THE NBW SOUHERN HOTEL. 

This, without doubt, will be the most valua- 
ble and notable of the buildings put up in St. 
Louis this year. It will cost about $350,000, 
and will be a finer structure than could have 


been put up ten years ago for $600,- 
000. It will in appearance be 
much like the old Southern, 


as the same Walnut street wall is to be used. 
The Fifth street front will extend back fifty 
leet further towards Elm than the old build- 
ingandthe same istrueofthe Fourth street 
front. The main entrance will be on Walnat 
street, though there are to be porticoed en- 
trances on both Fifth and Fourth streets. From 
the Walmut street entrance through to Elm 
street there will be a wide hall, and another 
one somewhat narrower crossing it at right 
angles trom the Fourth to the Fifth street en- 
trance. Tbe grand stairway will front south, 
going up from the hall running east and west. 
The grand stairway of the old Southern 
fronted to the west. There will be 365 rooYns 
for guests, and the bufiding will be 
six stories high. The debris left by the great 
fire has all been removed aud workmen are 
now engaged on the foundations, part of which 
are in a sound candition. The contract for the 
stone work will soon be letand the work will 
now progress more rapidly. [t is not expected, 
bon ever, to get the new hoteljready before the 
Ist of October, 1380. 
THE ST. LOUIS ART MUSEUM. 

This is to cost $75,900 and is the gift of Mr. 

Wayman Crow. It will stand on the northeast 


corner of Nineteenth and Lucas avenue, front- 


ing to the south. The foundations are now 
about completed, though there has 
been much difficulty in getting to 
solid earth, the excavations going 
to the depth of thirty feet in some places. Its 
style cf architecture will be severely classic, 
and somewbat after the Greek style. The 


front elevator is more simple, Dut chaste and 
elegant. The building will be two sto- 
ries high with a basement, and will be 
130 feet in depth by 135 feetin width. There 
are to be four rooms devoted to art galleries. 
and a large auditorium in tne rear for lecture 
purposes. The main ball willbe most elabor 
ately finished, and will be an art study 
within itself. There are to be no windowsin 
the front of the building, the whole structure 
being lighted from above. When finished it 
will be onefgof the most beautiful monu- 
ments to artin the new World. 
POPE'S NEW THEATER. 

This will be one of the largest, best lighted, 
best ventilated and most elaborately finished 
theaters in the United States. The construc- 
tion of it is one of the most remarkable pieces 
ot work ever done in this city. People who 
bave passed along the corner of Ninth and 
Olive lately have been amazed at the ra- 
pidity with which the work nas been 
prosecuted. Last Monday, a weck ago, re 
was not a plank inside the walls of the build: 
ing, nothing but the bare earth ; a week later the 
stage was up, the irame work of all the tiers 
made and to-day the laths are being put on the 
ceiling forthe plasterers. The work has been 
changes 


carried on day and night and tne 
wrought in 80 short 4 time is 
marvelous. When finished, the new theater 


will have a stage forty-six feet deep and seven. 
tv feet wide. The ‘‘flats’’ will be twenty feet 
high and twenty-seven feet wide. From the 
stage to the ceiling it is sixty feet, and there is 
a clear space of forty-five feet between the fly 
galleries. There are tobe six working traps 
and two rows of bridges,all controlled from the 


stage. The dressing-rooms open from 
the stage, and are independent of the stage, 
nove of them being inthe cellar, as is usual 


with theaters. All the dressing rooms will be 
well furnished, the ones used by the stars hav- 
ing hot and cold water and bath. There will 
be a wide entrance to the stage from Ninth 
street. The front ot the building of the theater 
will be independent of the theater proper, and 
will extend 30 feet on Ninth and 
85 feeton Olive. There will be astore on the 
Ninth street corner, 27x30 feet, and another 
west of the entrance 20x27 feet. The entrance 
will be 25x27 feet in the clear; over the store 
will be 10 rooms for offices, supplied with all 


conveniences. The theater proper will de 
70 feet between walls and 78 feet from 
back ot dress circle to the drop 


curtain. There wiil be three tiers of seats, tie 
upper one to be called the gatlery; the total 
seuting canacity to be for 1,743 people. There 
‘will be a stairway on each side of the entrance 
to tue anditerium, leading up to the second 
tier. The gallery stuirway will be on the west 
side of the building. There will be three ele- 
gantly furnished private boxes on each side 
and the chairs of the dress circle are to be the 
finest ever brought tothe West. The second 
| tier is to be finishea with elaborate wood carv- 
ings and silver railing. There will be twoen- 
| trancesto thetheater trom Ninth street and 
twotrom the alley on the west side, and an 
extra fire escape through the front building 
from the gallery. The proscenium opening will 
be thirty-four by thirty-six teet, and 
there are to be two drop curtains, both of 
which will be drawn up without rolling. The 
frescoing of the ceiling willrepresent an ex- 
tensive arbor of tropical foliage, and will be 
very beautitul. The theater will be opened 
September 22, and its construction has been 
under the personal direction of Mr. Morgan 
MckElfatrick, member ot the firm of J. B. Me- 
Elfatrick & Son, the architects.

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The Construction of His Sen- 
tences. 


How the Great Essayist Used the Eng- 
lish Language. 


Some of His Homely Phrases. 


{From the New York Times.! 

Although much has been written about Ma- 
caulay’s literary merits, no one of his critics, 
I believe, has undertaken to show definitely 
the peculiarities of his style. Atleast, if this 
has been done,I have not happened to meet 
with the performance. Praise in general terms 
of his clearness, of his richness of illustration, 
and of his power to interest and amuse, is add- 
ed to praise of the bigher qualities, intellectual 
and moral, which distinguish his writings; but 
upon his language, his use of words, and the 
formation ofſhis sentences, I have seen nothing. 
Without presuming to think that I can reveal 
the secret of his style, I shall yet venture te 
remark upon some of those traits of it which 
seem to me to be the probable causes 
of the admiration and of the pleasure of his 
readers. 

In the first place, Macaulay wrote in very 
simple English. He shows a contempt for ele- 
gance of style and elegance of phraseology. 
Between an elegant word anda homely word 
he seems to have not long vacillated, but to 
have chosen quickly and heartily the homely 
one. Hedidthis with no striving for sim- 
plicity, but merely becausé this taste and his 
judgment alike led him to address his readers 
in the dest and most thoroughly English 
phraseology of their period. He dil not affect 
purism in English, but he did prefer Eaglish 
words to Romanic words, when 
the for mer answered his purpose as well as 


the latter would bave answeredit. Ana that 
he wrote with this conscious preference be hus 
left us hisowntestimony. First, in his criti- 
cism of Johnson’s style. The man who said 
that Johnson wrote ‘‘ina laaguage which no- 
body hears from bis mother or his nurse; ina 
language in which nobody eve quarrels, or 
drives bargains, or makes love; in alanguage 
in which nobody ever thinks,’’ when he him 
elf cameto write we may be sure would write 
in the langnage of the houschold, the language 
ofthe market, the language ofthe love, the 


language of the daily thoughts of 
English-speaking men. And 80 it 


was. When the history appeared, it was real 
by the clergyman of a parish to the workmen 
and laborers of his charge, and one ot them, 
speaking tor his tellows, asked the Rector to 
give their thanks to Mr. Macaulay for writing 
a history that Working men could understan‘. 
Of the elegant styles of the past time and of the 
present, he shows his appreciation in his criti- 
cism of Addison, in which, after praising Ad- 
dison’s English, he says: But this was the 
smallest of Addison's praise. Had he clothed 
his thoughts in the half-French style of Horace 
Walpole, or in the half-Latin styleof Dr. John- 
son, or in the half-German jargonot the pres- 
ent day, his genius would have triumphed over 
ali faults of manner. One little trait of his 
love forthesimple and homelyin language is 
his use of kinsmen. Foralong time the ele- 
gant phrase bas been relation or connection; 
but Macaulay says, lor example, of Goldsmith 
that ‘fa generous kinsman advanced fitty 
pounds’’ to enable him to study law, and of 
Walpole and Townshend, that ‘‘they were dis- 
tant kinsmen by bh, near kinsmen by mar- 
riage.’’ In the latter clause of the lust sentence 
he carries bis preference somewhat too far; 
lor men are kinsmen by blood; by marriage 
there is only relation or connection. 
To a remonstrance by Macvey Napier, editor of 
the Edinburgh Quarterly, against some of his 
homely phrases, he replies With vigorous de- 
fense, although he is submissive in other re- 
spects, and points out that Addison applies 
such words as ‘‘wench’’ and ‘‘baggage’’ to 
women; such terms as queer old put’’ and 
‘*‘prig’’ to men, and uses the slang ‘‘smoke’’ 
for suspect. He himself never hesitated to use 
the homeliest words, or even to make such 
participles as ‘‘pittead, boxed and galleried.’’ 
It, of course, needs not to be said that his lan- 
guage is in general thatof the cultivated peco- 
ple of his day; but he never shrinks from any 
word that will express his meaning. 

He bad, as we have seen, a contempt for 
grammwarians and rhetoricians, and he speaks 
of Blair with the lightness of passing scorn 
that would not condescend to severity. In his 
sentences he constantly sets at naught some of 
the accepted rbetorical rules of elegant writing. 
One of the most marked traits of his style is 
produced by his deliberate doing ot that which 
all the pedants and pedagogues of elegance say 
must not be done. Thisisthe repetition of a 
word or of a phrase in the same sentence, or in 
sentences neur to each other. To avoid such 
repetition, the elegant writers of the 
present day and of the past generation 
use phrases which serve as pro- 
nouns, and words which they regard as syno- 
njyms. By their pronoun phrases they weaken 
and obscure their sentences; and by their aa- 
sumed synonyms they injure language so far 
as their circie of readers extends; for there are 
very tew words in the English language which 
have soexactly the same meaning that one 
may be used for the other without confusion of 
thought. Macaulay’s purpose, however, was 
plainly not limited by sucb negative considera- 
tions. He saw thatthe fear of repetition was 
mere tussy nambypambyism, and that repeti- 
tion gives the positive qualities of strength and 
clearness to a sentence. For example, he 
avoids the phrases that ot and those of, 
which are used by the elegant. 


beyond the reach of Johnson as his real excel- 
lences were beyond her reach.—j| Mme, D'‘Arb- 
lny. 

According to the elegant school, this should 
have been written, ‘‘Miss Burney’s real excel- 
lences were as much beyond the reach of John- 
son as those cf Johnson were beyond hers.’’ 
But Macauiay knew better tuan that, and he 


repeated both ‘‘real excellences’’ and 
„reach. Again: 


Astotherest he had neither the qualities 
which make duliness re=pectable, nor the 
qualities which make libertinism attraciive.— 
| Karl of Chatham. 

There is hardlya writer or a teacher in the 
elegant school, we may say hardly any writer 
whois careful as to his style, who would not 
have written the second clause of the sentece, 
„mor those which make libertinism attrac- 
tive. How commonly and how intention 
ally he avoided this construction is suown by 
the following examples—a few selected from 
many: 

Such wretchedness as he endured hus driven 
many men to shoot themselves or drown them 
selves ;but he was under no temptation to com- 
mit suicide.—| Johnson. 

Neither sect in England formeda league. 
Neither sect exorted a recantation trom the 
sovereign. Neither sect could obtain trom an 
adverse sovereign even a toleration.—! Burleigh. 

Physical boundaries were superseded by 
moral boundaries.—| idem. 

The wealthof a rich nation, the valor ofa 
brave nation, were ready to supports himin 
every uttempt.—|Chatham. 

The rays had to struggle through a disturb- 
ing medium; they reached bim refracted, 
dulired, and discolored by the thick gloom 
which had settled on his soul; and though they 
might be sufficiently clear to guide him, were

A briefexamination of contemporary litera- 
ture (to go no further) will show that, in the 
last example, the received way of fine writing 
is though they were sufleiently clear to 
guide, were too dim to cheer him,“ and in the 
two which go before, Physical, were super- 
seceded i moral boundaries, and“ Tue wealth 
of a rich, the valor ot a brave nation.“ But 
Macaulay does not thus keep a verb or an ad- 
jective in suspense without an object, for the 
sake of avoiding repetition. He repeats, and 
gives bis sentence clearness, strength and 
grace. Of the pronominal subs'itute for repe- 
tion, Ihave observed only the following ex- 
ample in his essays, but, of course, there may 
be others: 

He was desirous that the people should think 
for themselves us well as tax themselves. and 
should be emancipated from the dominion of 
prejudice as well as trom that of Charles.— Mu- 


ton. 

But it will be seen on reading this passage 
loud that the repetition of ‘‘dominion’’ pro- 
duces the effect of a needless and an unpleas- 
ant intrusion of the word; and this I have no 
doubt was — he reason for using the 
construction prescribed by elegance, which he 
has so carefully avofded tnroughout his writ- 
ings. 

On all occasions and in all constructions, Mi- 
caulay shows his entire disregard of this finical 
tear of verbal repetition. That he does so can 
of course be shown only by examples; ani 1 
make no apology for setting forth those that 
follow. I might easily give a hundred, almost 
a thousad times as many.

them I saw that one was Gov. Sprague. He 
wore the curiously dilapidated hat which it is 
one of his habits, as it was one of Mr. Evarts’ 
habits when he first went to Washington, to 
sport.

éat the window and the front door, marking off 
the guilty woman from the rest in every look 
and line, action and utterance. Mrs. Sprague 
is cold and discerning, a woman of the world. 
She may have been infatuated by Mr. 
Conkling’s showy talents. She may 
have been enraptured by Mr. 
Conkling’s preference. But she must have 
known that her power lay in resistance, in 
reserving something to herself, in drawing the 
line somewhere. All women, more or less, 
know that little, and it is preposterous to be- 
lieve that this self-poised, aspiring woman— 
the mother of many chiidren, and with pas- 
sions quite as lukewarm as belong to her 
condition and her class—would give herself 
completely away. her hold upon her lover ia- 
cluded. and in all these years show no sign of 
it in ber manners and her aspect ‘to the rest of 
the world. 

For my part, I don't believe it. I believe 
ber to be a vain, and to alwars have been a 
during, imprudent woman, not a wanton,and 
must say the provocation she has had from 
ber husband, and the course which Mr.Conk- 
ling bas pursued, together with the wretehed 
plight in which I know ber now to be, fill me 
with a sympathy I never expected to feel for 
her. She is the daughter of one of the great- 
est men this country ever ;roduced—a woman 
in distress, abused and “Lrowbeaten by her 
husband. betrayed and deserted by her lover, 
and that is enough for me. 

There is an allotment of crime everywhere. 
end one community is not much worse or bet- 
ter at bottom than another. In the domain of 
exceptional or peculisr crime, it mav be said 
that atthe North the idea of personal safety 
predominates: in the South it doesn't; in the 
North the woman’s honor, the sanetity of 
the home, subordinated to social order, 
and the courts are left to settle it: in the 
South the woman and the household come 
first, and he who viclates the sacredness o 
either is remanded to the swift evolutions of 
the shotgun policv. In consequence, there 
are fewer scandais in the one section than in 
theother. At the North the genteel raseals 
find a vent for their natures in practices which 
the law only can reach: at the south they take 
to pursuits which are not dangerous as 
fooling with other people's wives and daugnh- 
ters. That is all there is in it, But ip the 
North, as inthe South, the vast majority of 
the people are honest and orderly, and there 
are 2s many hemes in Yankeelandas in Dixie- 
land whose safety is not defended by the 
courts or the shotgun, but by the virtues of 
the good men and women who dwe reit therein.

MR. PROUT’S TOOTH. 


How It Got Into His Stomach 
Caused Him No End of Trouble.

‘*‘Tye swallowed my teeth. said Thomas

It was his 
custom to remove the false tooth and 
plate each night on going to bed, but that 
time he forgottodoso. The result of swal- 
lowing this large and irregularly shaped arti- 
cle was that he became ill, “could «retain noth- 
ing upon bis stomach, and was in great pain. 
He consulted the physicians, who dosed him 
with emetics and poked down his throat. All 
this only aggravated his sufferings. He rapid- 
ly grew thin, and in nine days lost thirty-five 
pounds. 

The house surgeon at the hospital sent Mr. 
Prout toa ward, and had him put to bed. 
Then he hunted up a long strip of whalebone. 
to which was attached a little hook. The 
doctor crrefully introduced this instrument 
down Mr. Prout’s throat and into his stomach. 
Then he began fishing for the lost tooth. It 
was slow work, but afteratime he felt that 
he had hooked on to something. He pulled 
slowly and steadily, and, to Mr. Prout’s bod- 
ily pain and mental pleasure, brought to light 
the missing plate and its attachment.

To-aay Thomas F. Lambert and James E. 
Gaither, two of the compositors en guged oa 
the Record, are richerby $7,500 than they 
were a week ago. Last Saturday Gaitherin- 


duced Lambert to go into partnership with 
him, and each contributed $1. The money 
wassentto M. A. Dauphin, No. 319 Broad- 
way, New York city, for two half tickets. Then 
the typos went out tor a walk in the park, and 
to exercise the great privilege accorded all 
well-behaved citizens, of standing aturand 
gezing with admiring eyes on the beautiful 
forms of the imported lambs. 

During their pedestrian tour they built air- 
custles, in a joking manner, and laid out their 
plans of how the money which they would win 
in the drawing would be invested. They picked 
out a spot ot ground which it was intended 
should be purchased and transformed into a 
buse ball ground anda place for athletie sports 
in the summer, and a skating rink in the win- 
ter. When the couple reached Girurd eve- 
nue, neur the connecting bridge, along came a 
troin.

de pe. a point as St. Louis. We of the West 

eel greatly interested in the system they may 
adopt. 

In my opinion the only teasible plan to im- 
prove navigationis to clearout the obstruc- 
tions and dredge the shoal places. This will 
make it safe and easy navigation. 

It is periectly practicable to build boats that 
willcarry the freight that is nowcarried by 
any Ordinary steamer, and dosoon six feet. 
The boats will be equally 
as easy to propel, and less 
liable to dumage by any obstruction that might 
be left in the river. This would be building 
boats to suit the river, which is not, and never 
can be made, a two-fathem channel, for the 
very reason that as the water rises the bottom 
rises. When it recedes the bottom recedes, 
but not as fast, which leaves it shoal at differ- 
ent peints. The system of draining has been, 
and always will be, a failure, in this or any 
other river where there is sand. If successful 
at any one point, it only removes it to another. 
The straightening g of the river will only tend to 
the shoaling of it. It is the great length and 
meandering of the river which now gives us 
the present depth of channel. PILOT.

At 9:30 this morning the applicants for posi- 
tions in the St. Louis colored schools were 
called together in room No. 1 of tne High 
School, in the Polytechnie Building, by Mr. E. 
H. Long, assistant superintendent. 

Tue assembly is altogether composed of 
negro applicants, as, under the new rulings of 
the board, the present white teachers in the 
Sumner High are to be replaced by colored in- 
structors and the Franklin Branch is to be 
thrown open to colored scholars; and, owing 
to the presence on the rolls ot five teachers 
who did not pass the last examination and who 
were employed only as substitutes, there 
are about twenty vacancies to be filled. 
At least seventy-five would-be teachers are 
seeking these situations, sothat the percent- 
age of the successful ones can not be very 
large. 

The number of tailures to pass the examina- 
tidn bears a very regular ratio to the numbers 
applying. Among the whites it has heretotore 
been very close to 69 per cent, and among the 
negroes 66% per cent on the last examination, 
which was an abnormally good one for them.
